Sampling  of  ores  or  furnace  products  and  the  reduc- 
tion and  preparation  of  sample  for  assay,  including 
also  the  melting  of  gold  dust  and  sampling  of  bar  for 
assay. 

(c.)  Qualitative  Determination: 

The  qualitative  determination  of  the  common  ele- 
ments in  ores  and  furnace  products. 

(d.)  Quantitative  Determination — Assaying: 
Bullion — Gold  bullion,  for  gold  and  silver; 

Copper  n for  copper,  gold  and  silver ; 
Lead-copper  bullion,  for  lead,  copper,  gold 
and  silver. 

Coal : 

Determination  of  moisture,  volatile  combustible 
matter,  fixed  carbon,  ash  and  sulphur. 

Ores  and  fumiace  products: 

Fire  assays — 

Gold,  silver  and  lead. 

Wet,  and  combined  wet  and  fire  assays — 

Gold  and  silver,  by  combined  method. 

Copper,  by  electrolitic,  colormetric  and  volumetric 
(cyanide  or  other  approved)  methods. 

Nickel,  by  electrolitic  method. 

Iron,  load,  lime,  zinc,  sulphur  and  silica,  by  any 
approved  wet  methods.

A certificate  of  efficiency  in  assaying  will,  upon  pay- 
ment of  the  prescribed  fee  ($15),  be  issued  to  each  suc- 
cessful candidate,  which  certificate  shall  be  considered 
as  a licence  to  practise  assaying  in  British  Columbia; 
and  notice  is  hereby  given  tliat  only  those  holding  such 
certificate  of  proficiency  or  licance  will  be  allowed  to 
act  as  assayers  in  this  Province,  under  penalty,  as  pro- 
vided by  the  .'\^ct. 

Exemption  irom  Examination. 

In  accordance  with  subsection  (2)  of  section  12  of 
the  Act,  graduates  of  certain  Schools  of  Mines  and 
Colleges  may  be  exempt  from  examinations,  and  may, 
upon  satisfying  the  examiners,  as  provided  in  the  Act, 
receive  such  certificate  of  competency  or  licence,  upon 
payment  of  the  fee  therefor  ($15). 

The  examination  will  consist  chiefly  of  the  practical 
assaying  of  samples,  and  while  the  Department  of  Mines 
will  provide  all  the  apparatus  and  chemicals  usually 
necessary,  it  will  not  undertake  to  provide  any  special 
or  unusual  appliances  or  chemicals  which  might  be 
called  for,  and  if  a candidate  should  require  such  he 
will  have  to  provide  them  at  his  own  expense. 

Candidates  must  provide  themselves  with  such  plat- 
inum ware  and  sets  of  weights  as  they  may  require,  as 
these  will  not  be  furnished  at  the  examination.

as  well  as  Members  of  the  Interparliamentary 
Union;  (c)  Members  of  the  International  Arbitra- 
tion Court  at  the  Hague;  (d)  Members  of  the 
Commission  of  the  Permanent  International  Peace 
Bureau;  (e)  Members  and  Associates  of  the  Insti- 
tute of  International  Law ; (/)  University  pro- 

fessors of  Political  Science  and  of  Law,  of  History 
and  of  Philosophy;  and  (fir)  Persons  who  have 
received  the  Nobel  Peace  Prize.

PRIVATE  BILLS. 

Excebpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

Rule  76. 

All  applications  for  Private  Bills, 

properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
1S67,”- — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line ; the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work  ; the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu- 
lar class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, — 
shall  require  a Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly  speci- 
fying the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  and, 
where  the  application  refers  to  any  proposed  work, 
indicating  generally  the  location  of  the  work,  and 
signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants ; such 
notice  to  be  published  as  fo'llows : — 

In  the  Britlsh  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one 
newspaper  published  in  each  Electoral  District 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next  nearest 
Electoral  District  in  which  a newspaper  is  pub- 
lished. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for 
a period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval 
Session  and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and 
copies  of  .such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties 
inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  tlie  House,  to 
be  filed  amongst  the  recsirds  of  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders. 

72.  No  I’etition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  1 louse  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Se.ssion,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Ordei^i,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  I livate 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore- 
said the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 


presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House,  together  with  copies  of  the  notiees 
pnhJished.  Such  publication  to  be  proved  by  atfi- 
davit  or  declaration  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  House.  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill, 
the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollai's.  If  a copy 
of  the  Bill,  Petition,  and  notices  shall  not  have 
been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening 
of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  has  not  been 
presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six 
hundred  dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second 
reading  one-half  of  the  fees  paid  shall  be  returned. 

77.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a Toll 
Bi-idge,  is  received  by  the  House,  the  pemon  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Rule  76,  also 
at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  give 
notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask,  the 
extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

7S.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills.  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a 
note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the 
provisions  thereof  in  which  the  General  Act  is 
proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

82.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
Small  Pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on 
good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
when  folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  7%  inches. 
There  shall  be  a marginal  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  page ; the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to 
run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page 
are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred 
copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 
during  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on 
Private  Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall 
be  reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

By  Rule  83,  a model  form  of  Railway  Bill  is 
adopted.  A copy  of  same  can  be  obtained  upon 
application  to  the  Clerk. 

All  Bills  to  incorporate  or  amend  Bills  incor- 
porating railway  companies  arc  to  be  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  Model  Bill. 

The  provisions  contained  in  any  Bill  which  are 
not  in  accord  with  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets. 

Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be  pro- 
posed to  insert  in  any  such  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  the  same. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  Incorporate  Companies, 
in  addition  to  the  fee  of  .$300  mentioned  in  Rule 
72,  fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of  the  company 
are  payable  at  the  same  time.  Further  iiarticulars 
can  be  had  on  application  to  the  undersigned. 

Every  Petition  for  a Bill  to  incorporate  a com- 
pany shall  slate  the  name  of  the  proposed  company. 

Petitions  signed  by  agents  or  attorneys  must  be 
accompanied  by  the  authority  of  such  agent,  etc.

“ All  d'wellings  or  other  buildings  erected  on  land 
situated;  along  the  route  of  the  water  or  sewer 
systems  must  be  connected  therewith  as  pi-ovided 
by  the  regulations  in  that  behalf,  and  no  out-closet 
or  privj’^vault  shall  be  allowed  on  such  properly 
unless  exemption  or  permission  is  granted  by  the 
’Minister  of  the  Interior.” 

The  following  clause  is  hereby  iyserted  imme- 
diately after  clause  20  of  the  said  Order  in  Coun- 
cil : — 

(a.)  “Persons  who  render  themselves  obnoxious 
by  dirunkenness,  disorderly  or  otherwise  unseemly 
conduct  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  an  infraction  of 
these  regulations.” 

Clause  21  of  the  said  Order  in  Council  is  hereby 
rescindied  and  the  following  substituted  therefor: — 

“ Any  person  who  violates  any  of  the  regulations 
of  the  Parks,  may  be  summarily  removed  from  the 
Park  and  will  not  be  allowed  to  return  without  per- 
mission in  writing  from  the  Superintendent.” 

Clause  79  of  the  said  Order  in  Council  is  hereby 
rescinded  and  the  following  substituted  therefor: — 

“ The  use  of  automobiles  of  every  description  is 
prohibited  within  the  Parks,  except  on  such  roads 
and  in  such  places  as  are  specially  named  for  that 
purpose  by  the  Minister,  and  except  under  regula- 
tions authorised'  by  him.  Any  pereon  who  violates 
the  provisions  of  this  clause  or  the  regulations  to 
be  made  thereunder,  shall  be  liable,  on  summary 
conviction,  to  a penalty  of  not  less  than  twenty 
dollars  and  costs,  and  in  default  of  payment  thereof, 
to  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  thirty  days.”

The  Minister  of  the  Interior  states,  under  date 
the  3rd  October,  1910,  that  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway  has  applies!'  to  purchase  a tract 
of  1.59  acres  of  land’  for  additional  sidings  at 
Cedar,  in  the  Glacier  Park,  B.  C. 

The  Minister  recommends,  as  these  lands,  which 
are  more  particularly  described  hereunder,  are 
required  by  the  Company  in  the  operation  of  its 
line  of  railway,  and  as  the  same  have  been  inspected 
and  found  available,  that  they  be  withdrawn  from 
the  Glacier  Park  and  sold'  to  the  Canadian  Pacific

rnilE  Minister  of  the  Interior  states,  under  date 
_L  the  5th  October,  1910,  with  reference  to  the 
Order  in  Council  of  the  ISth  April,  1907,  authoris- 
ing the  sale  to  Dr.  M.  S.  Wade,  of  Kamloops, 
British  Columbia,  of  certain  land  in  Township  21, 
Ranges  22  and  23,  west  of  0th  meridian,  and  set 
out  in  the  accompanying  Schedule  marked  “ A,” 
comprising  an  aggregate  area  of  2,705.51  acres ; 
tiie  sale  of  these  lands  to  be  at  $1.00  per  acre  and 
upon  the  following  conditions : — 

(a.)  “The  applicant  to  at  once  pay  into  the 
Department  of  the  Interior  the  sum  of  25  cents 
per  acre.” 

(6.)  “The  applicant  to  furnish  the  Department 
of  the  Interior,  prior  to  1st  August,  1907,  with  a 
plan  and  profiles  by  an  engineer  showing  the  pro- 
posed irrigation  works,  the  source  of  water  supply, 
and  the  portions  of  the  lands  applied  for  proposed 
to  be  irrigated,  all  to  be  satisfactory  to  the  Minister 
of  the  Interior.” 

(c. ) “The  applicant  to  put  into  operation  his 
irrigation  scheme  within  three  years  of  the  date 
of  the  approval  of  this  Minute  of  Council,  and 
show  within  that  period  and  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Minister  of  the  Interior  that  he  has  success- 
fully irrigated  not  less  than  500  acres  of  the  area 
applied  for.” 

“ If,  however,  the  applicant  complies  with  the 
conditions  set  out  under  (a),  (6),  and  (c)  and 
pays  into  the  Department  of  the  Interior  upon  the 
successful  completion  of  his  irrigation  scheme  the 
balance  of  75  cents  per  acre,  he,  the  Minister, 
recommends  that  he  be  authorised  to  issue  patents 
to  the  said  applicants  for  the  lands  set  out  in  the 
said  Schedule  ‘ A.’  ” 

That  on  the  14th  December,  1906,  Dr.  M.  S. 
Wade  applied  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior 
for  certain  additional  parcels  of  land,  comprising 
an  area  of  581  acres,  and  set  out  in  Schedule 
marked  “ B,”  attached  contiguous  to  the  lands  set 
out  in  Schedule  “ A ” which,  he  staled,  were  suit- 
able for  irrigation  and  necessary  to  complete  his 
project.  This  application  was  favourably  consid- 
ered by  the  Department  of  the  Interior  and  the 
amount  of  25  cents  per  acre  paid,  all  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Governor  in  Gouncil. 

That  Dr.  M.  S.  IVade,  on  the  IGth  April, 
1908,  assigned  his  interests  in  the  irrigation  of 
the  lands  set  out  in  Schedule  “ A ” to  the  Barnes 
Estates,  Limited,  which  Company  has  bond  fide 
carried  on  and  has  satisfactorily  complied  with  the 
first  three  requirements  of  the  Order  in  Council, 
dated  ISth  April,  1907,  above  referred  to,  and  is 
now  entitled  to  patent  for  all  the  land  set  out  in 
Schedule  “ A ” upon  the  successful  extension  and 
completion  of  the  irrigation  system  to  cover  all  the 
irrigable  area. 

The  Minister  further  states  that  last  April  an 
engineer  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior  made  a 
report  on  the  development  operations  to  that  date 
of  the  Barnes  Estates,  Limited,  and  he  reported 
that  this  Company  had  proceeded  with  its  irriga- 
tion project  with  despatch  and  credit,  that  the 
ditches,  canals,  fiumes,  etc.,  were  of  a very  perma- 
nent, substantial  and  efficient  nature,  and  he  recom- 
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mended  that,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Order  in 
Council  above  referred  to,  1,390.15  acres  of  land
